“This argument between optimists and pessimists 
reflects the facts of our times. The most important 
of these facts is the conflict between two trends or 
lines of policy in international relations. I am not, 
of course, referring here to differences in social 
systems, since this is a domestic issue, which can 
and must be settled only by nations and States 
themselves 

“These two lines of policy in international relations 
have long been in opposition. Although parallel 
lines never meet in elementary geometry they 
may come into collision in international affairs. 

That would be a fearful moment indeed. Only 
ten or fifteen years ago, few could predict the 
outcome of the struggle between these two lines of 
international policy. In the year 1960, however, only 
the blind can fail to see how the majority of peoples 
are becoming more and more positively and plainly 
convinced of the need to maintain peace.”
